Vory 'few of 'hum have gone into tho 
rrmy to make a life work out of the 
business. 
Tney havp heard the call 


of their country and have responded. 
Nine-tenths nf thorn have heretofore 
been surrounded with the comforts uf 
home and have had access to reading 
matter of all kinds. 
Many of. them 


have laid aside a tnulo or a profession 
for the time being to train for the 
work of a soldier, and it is no wonder 
that they should want to keop np on 
their reading or study to a certain 
extent, so tluit when tney come back 
they will not be several years behind 
their fellows who remained at home 
and had access to the libraries, both 
private and public, of the country. 


The army officers s-tate that the 


soldiers have had 
a 
considerable 


amount of reading matter, but that 
often is not I'ossiHe for them to ob- 
tain such books as they would like to 
r«ad or study, Many want books of 
a scientitic nature, and very few of 
those kind have been donated by the 
kind people'who have hud the welfare 
of tho soldier at hnart and who from 
time to time have given either books 
or money for the purpose of supply- 
ing the soldiers with reading matter. 


'The American Library Associatioi 


h;ia taken up this work at the re 
quest of the United States govern 
nient. The army will be quartered in 
thirty-two cantonments, and It is tin 
idea'to provide each one of these can- 
tonments with a suitable library 
it 


is expected Hint one million dollars 
will do the work, and the associutioi 
is starting out with this object in 
view. 
The cantonments or training 


camps arc to a certain extent isolated 
and in most instances are a long dis- 
tance from tho homes of tho enlisted 
men. The government will look aftcsi 
their training for efficiem.y in light- 
ing, hut all of the soldiers time wil 
not be taken up In this work and i 
Is for the purpose- of providing some 
form of amusement for tl.eir leisure 
hours that the lirrary plan is being 
adopted. 
It.is stated that one of tho greatest 


expenses in connection with the es- 
tablishment of these libraries is the 
erection of suitable buildings for the 
purpose. 
Plans for these buildings 


have already been prepared, and they 
will be 40xl2U feet in size, one story 
high and will have accommodations 
for ten i thousand books, newspapers 
and magazine*.' ard living quarters 
for the staff. 
Each of these libraries 


will bo in charge of a trained librar- 
an, so that the maUer of distribution 
will be taken carp of just as carefully 
and efliclently as is' done in any li- 
brary. 
There will be no haphazard 


work of any kind and everything will 
be handled in tho best manner that is 
known in this class of work.

CRANBERRY MEN SAY TJJIAT 


WATER IS. GETTING SCARCER 


.During a talk recently with one of 


our cranberry men, that gentleman 
stated that, in his opinion the cran- 
berry growers of this locality were 
going to be bothered more or iless 
hereafter by a shortage of water, pro- 
vided there were any excessive de- 
mands during the summer as there 
has been during the 
past 
season. 


During the past summer the tempera- 
ture got so. low on six occasions that 
it was thought- best 
to flood the 


marshes, and the result was that 
when the real freeze oame they had 
no adequate supply of water with 
which to protect the berries, and the 
result was that a large share of them 
were frozen. 
Several years ago when Hemlock 


creek was-tapped it was-thought that 
the growers tributary to that stream 
would have an unlimited supply of 
wator, bur. this has nut worked out 
just as was expected. A number of 
years ago after any sort of rain.there 
would be high water in the creek .for 
a number of days, but since the coun- 
try that the creek, drains has become 
pretty well cleared of timber, a heavy 
rain raises the creek abnormally high 
for a day, iuul then the water sub- 
sides back to'its original stage, and 
the result is that very little water car 
he secured from the creek to store foi 
future use. 


Then the marshes are being sur 


rounded by drainage districts whici 
do not help matters any, and haye 
tendency to dry up the country and 
make it difficult to retain water in 
the reservoirs and places where i 
was formerly held. 
The cranberrj 


men state that these drainage dis 
tricts will never produce successfu 
farming sections, altho 
of 
course 


opinions differ on this matter. 
How- 


ever, most of them claim that they 
have tried farming the country dowi 
there and have never been able to 
poduce profitable crops. . That the 
soil is light and the layer of muck on 
top.oJ! the sand is pretty generai'y 
thin and not lasting in its composi- 
tion, so that after a year or two i 
must be renewed and brought up to 
standard with heavy applications o; 
fertilizer, and this expenditure, addec 
to t.he cost of drainage almost invari- 
ably causes the settler to become dis- 
gusted 
with 
the 
proposition anc 


throw up his contract after a year or 
two on the land. 


Of course it is a well known fact 


that farming and cranberry growing 
cannot both thrive in the same local- 
ity, and it looks at the present time 
as if the steady inroads made by the 
drainage districts would .in time en- 
tirely drive out the cranberry grower 
by making the conditions so far from 
those- intended by nature, that the 
'berries cannot be grown profitably.

Monday evening and speak at the 
Elks' hall on the subject.

It might be stated that Grind Rap- 


ids will not have to subscribe the en- 
one million dollars in order that 


o 
boys may have something to read. 
In fact, our share of the million is 
only $375, a rather modest. sum when 


pared with the .whole, and there 


no question but. what it will only 


take a few minutes to secure this 
omonnt when once the matter is-pre- 
Jentetl to the people in the proper 


There are several reasons why it 


i« desired to furnish, the soldiers with 
as good a class of rea.iing-maUer as 
it is possible to secure for them, and 
give them plenty of it. 
The army 
that will go into the field and that is 
going at the prosent'time, is made up 
of young men right from our homes. 
Very 'few of 'hem have gone into the 
rr'rai to make a life work out of the 
business. 
Tnoy have heard the call 


of their country and have responded. 
Nine-tenths of them have here.tofore 
been surrounded with the comforts of 
home and have had access to reading 
matter of all kinds. 
Many of them 
have laid aside a tr-ide or a profession 
for the time being to train for the 
work of a soldier, and it is no wonder 
that thev should want to keep up on 
their reading or study to a certain 
extent, so that when tney come back 
taey will not be several years behind 
their fellows who remained at horrifi 
and had access to the libraries, both 
private and public, of the country. 
The army officers state that tlie 


soldiers have had 
a 
considerable 


amount of reading matter, but that 
often is not j'ossiNe for them to ob- 
tain such books as they would like to 
read or study. 
Many want books of 


a'scientitic nature, and very tew of 
these kind have been donated by the 
kind people who have had the welfar:.- 
of the soldier at heart and who from 
time to time have given either books 


I or money for the purpose of supply- 
ing the soldiers with reading matter. 


'The American Library" Association 


Las taken up this work at the re- 
nnest of the United States govern- 
ment. The army will be quartered in 
thirty-two cantnnments, and it is t.ho 
idea to provide each one of these can- 
tonments with a suitable library 
:t 


is expected th'it one million dollars 
wfll do the work, and the association 
is starting out with this object in 
view. 
The cantonments or training 


camps arc to a certain extent isolated 
and in most instances are a long dis- 
tance from the homes of the enlisted 
nien. The government will look after 
their training for eff-ciem.y in light- 
ing, 
but all of the soldiers time will 
not be taken 'ip in this work and it 
is for the purpose of providing son.e 
form of amusement for tl.eir leisure 
hours that the lil rary plan is being 
adopted. 
It. is stated that one of the greatest 


expenses in connection with the es- 
tablishment of these libraries is the 
erection of suitable buildings for the 
purpose. 
Plans for these buildings 


have already been prepared, and they 
will be 40xl2U feet in size, one story 
high and will have accommodations 
for ten ! thousand books, newspapers 
and magazine i. ' .ir-fl living quarters 
for the staff. 
Kach of these libraries 


will be in charge of a trained librar- 
ian, 
so that the raaUer of distribution 


will be taken carp of just as carefully 
and efficiently -as is done in any li- 
brary. 
There will be no haphazard 


work of any kind and everything will 
be handled in the best manner that is 
known in this class of work. 


All of our people shoulcl hear Miss

CRAXBEKltY MEN* SAT THAT 


WATEK IS GETTING SCARCER 


During a talk recently with one of 
our cranberry men, that gentleman 
stated that in his opinion the cran- 
berry growers of this locality were 
going to be bothered more or -less 
hereafter by a shortage of water, pro- 
vided there were any excessive de- 
mands during the summer as there 
has been during the 
past 
season. 
During the past summer the tempera- 
ture got so low on six occasions that 
it was thought-best 
to flood the 
marshes, and the result was that 
when the real freeze came they had 
no adequate supply of water with 
which to protect the berries, and the 
result was that a large share of them 
were frozen. 
Several years ago when Hemlock 
oreek was tapped it was-thought that 
the growers tributary to that stream 
would have an unlimited supply of 
water, but. this has r.ot worked out 
just as was expected. A number of 
years ago after any sort of. rain there 
would be high water in the creek for 
a number of days, but since the coun- 
try that the creek drains has become 
pretty well cleared of timber, a heavy 
rain raises the creek abnormally high 
for a day, and then the water sub- 
sides back to its original stage, and 
the result is that very little water can 
he secured from the creek to store for 
future use. 
Then the marshes are being sur- 


rounded by drainage districts which 
do not help matters any. and haye a 
tendency to dry up the country and 
make it difficult to retain water in 
the reservoirs and places where it 
was formerly held. 
The cranberry 


men state that these drainage dis- 
tricts will never produce successful 
farming sections, altho 
of 
course, 


opinions differ on this matter. How- 
over, most of them claim that they 
have tried farming the country down 
there and have never been able to 
poduce profitable crops. 
That the 
soil is light and the layer of muck on 
top of the sand is pretty general'y 
thin and not lasting in its composi- 
tion, so that after a year or two it 
must be renewed and brought up to 
standard with heavy applications of 
fertilizer, and this expenditure, added 
to the cost of drainage almost invari- 
ably causes the settler to become dis- 
gusted 
with 
the 
proposition 
and 


throw up his contract after a year or 
two on the land. 


Of course it is a well known fact 
that farming and cranberry growing 
cannot both thrive in the same local- 
ity, and it looks at the present time 
as if the steady inroads made by the 
drainage districts would in time en- 
tirely drive out the cranberry grower 
by making the conditions so far from 
those intended by nature, that the 
berries cannot be grown profitably.

They 
will take your letter which has been 
enclosed in-the second envelope and 
purchase a stamp with one of these 
coupons and send it to the' party ad- 
dressed in Germany.

another stamp is purchased with the

War Bread Circular 


j>_Q.P.QQQ-QQ 
Since .shortage of wheat'made the 


price of Hour soar, housewives of the 
country have been seeking a substitute 
for white Hour. 
The most practical 


substitutes are 
whole wheat 
Hour, 


shorts, cottonseed ^neal and cornmeal 
since t h e y . a l l make palatable bread 
and may be obtained In most markets. 
At present prices those-materials may 
be substituted for (lour at a decided 
saving1 in the cost of bread. 


The University of Missouri' College 


of Agriculture has recently issued Ag- 
ricultural Extension Service Circular 
2G which discusses a number of substi- 
tutes i'or white flour and offers recipes 
for making war breads. Some of the 
breads which may be made by substi- 
tuting 'different materials for all or a 
part of the Hour are whole wheat 
bread, shorts broad, cornmeal 
and 


wheat bread, shorts cookies, cotton- 
seed meal gingerbread, corn dodgers 
and Boston brown bread. 


Wholo wheat Hour has been sug- 


gested as a substitute for white Hour 
because it otters opportunity for utiliz- 
ing as human food parts of the wheat 
grain which were formerly used exclu- 
sively for oilier purposes. 
Only about 


72 per eent of the wheat grain Is used 
for while patent Hour. 
The rest is 


sold a.s bran or shorts for stock food. 
Whole wheat Hour contains about 8f> 
per cent of the wheat grain. 
This 


means that a given supply of wheat 
made into whole wheat (lour will feed 
a larger number of people than the 
same amount of wheat made into white 
flour. 


Whole wheat bread is a hotter food 


than white bread because it contains 
n larger percentage of the mineral mat- 
ter and other valuable food -constitu- 
ents than the white bread. Both whole 
wheat and graham (lour have the 
added advantage of containing a large 
proportion of the coarse liber of the 
wheat. 


.Shorts has also been suggested a.s a 


substitute for white Hour. It may bo 
u s e d ' I n any proportion up to three- 
fourths shorts and one-fourth white 
flour. It produces a dark, .somewhat 
heavy texture bread which has a pleas- 
ant n u t t y flavor. 
Shorts niay bo used 


In combination with white flour In grid- 
dle cakes, muffins, bread and cake, and 
In combination with cornmeal in Bos- 
ton brown bread.

Transferring Photos to Wood. 


A method of transferring pictures to

If you wish 
but a small picture'in the center of the 
wood apply the varnish only to u 
space the size of the picture.

Since shortage of wheat made the 


price of Hour soar, housewives of the 
country have been seeking a substitute 
for white Hour. 
The most practical 


substitutes are 
whole wheat 
Hour, 


shorts, cottonseed ,meal arid coruineal 
since they all make palatable bread 
aud may be obtained in most markets. 
At present, prices these materials may 
he substituted for Hour at a decided 
saving in the cost of bread. 


The University of Missouri' College 


of Agriculture has recently issued Ag- 
ricultural Kxumsion Sin-vice Circular 
25 which discusses a number of substi- 
tutes for white flour and offers recipes 
for making war breads. Some of the 
breads which may be made by substi- 
tuting different materials for all or a 
part of ;he Hour are whole wheat 
bread, 
.shorts bread, coruineal 
and 


wheat liread, shorts cookies, cotton- 
seed nietil gingerbread, corn dodgers 
and Huston brown bread. 


Wholi) wheat fluur bus been sug- 


gested as a .substitute for white flour 
because it offers opportunity for utiliz- 
ing as human food parts of the wheat 
grain which were formerly used exclu- 
sively for other purposes. 
<,)nly about 


71! per cent uf the wheat grain is used 
for white patent Hour. 
The rest is 


sold as bran or shorts for stock food. 
Whole wheat Hour contains about S5 
per cent of the wheat grain. 
This 


inetiiis that :i given supply of wheat 
made I n t o whole wheat flour will feed 
a larger number of people than the 
«;ame amount of wheat made into white 
Hour. 


Whole wheat bread is a hotter food 


than white bread because it contains 
tt larger percentage of the mineral mat- 
ter and other valuable food constitu- 
ents than the white bread. Both whole 
wheat and graham Hour have the 
added advantage of containing a large 
pronoriinu of the coarse fiber of tin- 
wheat. 


Shorts has also been suggested as a 


substitute for white Hour. 
It muy be 


used in any proportion up to three- 
fourths shorts and one-fourth white 
Hour. 
It produces a dark, .somewhat 


heavy texture bread which has a pleas- 
ant nutty flavor. Shorts may be used 
in combination with white flour In grid- 
dle cakes, muffins, bread and cake, and 
in combination with cornmenl in Bos- 
ton brown bread.

If you wish 
hut a small picture in the renter of the 
wood apply the varnish only to a 
space the size of the picture.

MucllHon—Slreot railway companies 


operating In the state will PfY over 
$120,000 Increase In taxes this year, 
according to the tax levy and distribu- 
tion tables announced by the state tax. 
commission. These figures have been 
filed with the secretary of state for 
tax collection.

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ITHIN ten months the Unltqd States 
will have 25,000 battle- planes in ser- 
vice In Europe. 
The pianos will bo 


equipped with American motors of 250- 
horsepower, capablo'ibf driving them at 


maximum speed of 100 miles an 


hour. Furthermore, those motors will 
be constructed principally of aluminum 
and will bo of less weight por horse- 
power than any airplane motor here- 
tofore built. 
Thus the plans of tho 


aircraft board of tho council of national defense, 
adopted by the war department and financed by 
congress, are In a fair way to be speedily con- 
summated. 


Not long ago, the Washington correspondent of 


the Kansas City Star, who signs himself "H. J, 
II.." went to Dayton, O., to Interview ono of the 
inventors of the airplane about America's great 
'aerial program, planned to "blind" the German 
army. Portions of the reporter's story are printed 
below. 
It gives some details of what Uncle Sam 


Is doing in the production of an army of man- 
birds:— 
' 
A young man jumped and caught the propeller 


blade of the biplane and gave It a pull. It turned 
lialf way around and stopped. 
He repeated the

Suddenly there whs a 


ronr and the propeller became 
a blur. 


It was a hot morning In 


Dayton and' the broe/o from 
the 
revolving propeller fan 


looked refreshing. The plane 
wasn't going up. 
It was blocked on the ground 


' and they were merely trying out the engine. I 
stepped forward Into tho breeze. 


"The power Isn't turned on yet." said Orvlllo 


Wright, at my side. "It won't be so pleasant hero 
when It Is," 
, 
The roar turned Into thunder. 
The ground 


seemed to be blowing away in a cloud of dust.' 
We grabbed for our'hats and retreated. 


"Just one of tho training planes," Mr. Wright 


explained. 
"Only a hundred horsepower." 


Of no Importance on a battle line, perhaps. But 


one of the gathering squadrons that even now «ire 
beginning to cast a faint black shadow across (the 
German hori/.ori. 


For this field, with Its four 
square miles, Is to bo ono 
of 
the 
great 
centers of 


the aircraft work which Is 
relied on to turn tho scale 
of battle on tho western 
front. 
And there at ono 


end of the field, which has 
been 
named the 
Wilbur 


Wright field, In honor of 
ono of tho two brothers 


who Invented' the airplane. Is the little, weather- 
beaten shed which was used by the brothers as 
'the hangar for their original plane, only thirteen 
'years ago. 


It Is just a plain shed, and beyond It stretches 


tho Imposing line of hangars off Into the dlstance-r- 
pivtty nearly two miles of buildings, calculated 
to house the 2-10 planes that are to be assembled 
In the fiold'eight mjjcs east of Dayton. And, yet, 
it is fittingly preserved as a memorial to the days 
when air flight wus being slowly and painstakingly 
Developed by the daring scientific' genius uf tho 
Wright brothers. 


In Washington I had talked with the men whose 


imagination had conceived the great 0-10-mlllion 
dollar aircraft program, and who are now in 
charge of Its execution. They are engineers and 
executives, not practical aircraft men. They know 
.America's Industrial and engineering resources. 
Their enthusiasm Is contagious. 


I went to Dayton to talk, with the^ world's fore- 


most aeronautical engineer and to learn some of 
tho difficulties that must be overcome before wo 
can put out the eyes of the Germans in the air, 
organize our surprise attacks, destroy the enemy 
communications and blow up tha Krupp works' at 
Essen. 
. 


Orvlllo Wright is a man of 40, of medium size. 


Modest and unassuming, he gives the Impression 
of independence In thought and action. 
He 
s 


delibcnitlvo In manner, well-organized, perfectly 
controlled, clear thinking. 


-We can do the Job," ho said, as we drove to 


tho aviation field. "And It's worth doing. It offers 
us the one big hope of winding up this war next 
year, instead of permitting it to drag along for 
voars to come. 
All our information is that Ger- 


many and the allies are keeping about an equal 
number of planes on the battle front.

^"Possibly to some extent. I am not particularly 
sanguine over bombing, and I do riot believe other 
fivers are. 
The men who have never flown are 


the most enthusiastic over tho possibilities of 
drLnlng bombs. The antiaircraft guns keep the 
Ss at n height of above two miles. Anyone 
who Vis C-VIT flown at that height knows the tre- 
mendous difficulty of hitting u target. There Is

rectlons which deflect it 
from Its course.

enough target so that 
a squadron of airplanes 
might bo able to put 
them out of business. 
Other plants might bo

"Which ones." 
"In other wars tho element of surprise has de- 


termined the- outcome when tho forces were of 
approximately equal strength. 
The general who 


could mass his men so as to fall on a smaller forco 
o? the enemy won tho battle. Tho airplane has 
stopped thai. Now a commander on the western 


o Uknows exactly what his opponent Is doing. 


There Is no chance to mass men for surprise 


attacks. Consequently, we have the present dead- 
lock in France. 


"What we must do is to drive every ^nemy air-, 


plane out of the air. 'By doing this wo not only 
prevent the Germans from knowing what we are 
doing, but we also cripple their artillery, for ar- 
tillery lire has been directed by tho airplanes/ 
Then wo can plan surprise attacks and can drive 
tho enemy back. In modern warfare the side with- 
out airplanes Is at a hopeless disadvantage. Wlien 
wo gain complete command-'bf tho air, when we 
havo literally smothered the enemy airplanes, we 
break tho deadlock and 
win tho war. 
"Tho airplane has pro- 


duced the deadlock. The 
airplane can ond It." 


"How 
soon can we 


hope to do this?" 


"We have the best 


men In tho cpuntry at 
work on the problem. 
But people must not be 


Impatient If at first our progress seems slow. Only 
men who have tried It know tho difficulties of 
building a high-power airplane motor." 


In tho matter of personnel, It may bo noted, our 


aircraft promoters believe we havo a great supe- 
riority over tho rest of tho world, for this reason: 
1C takes an exceptional sort of man to. make a 
good fiyer. He must be quick-witted and have the 
steadiest sort of nerves.* Otherwise, ho comes to 
grief and smashes an expensive machine. Men of 
this typo volunteered extensively In Britain and 
Canada early in' the war. 
They constituted the 


armies that' wont into the battle lino without 
adequate artillery protection and so were largely 
destroyed. Tho same forces operated to destroy 
tho strong and vigorous young men of Franco and 
Germany who would have made good aviators. 
So today America is the greatest reservoir in the 
world of the right sort of material for the per- 
sonnel of the aircraft service. 
While the other 


countries arc having dllllculty In getting proper 
men for flyers—England has Invited us to send 


- men to hoi- aviation schools because she cannot 


keep them filled—our problem is merely to train 
them and provide them with equipment. 


I asked Mr. Wright what speed plnne we might 


"xpoct to develop. 


"It is a complicated problem, the limit of useful 


speed," ho replied. "A good many reckless state- 
ments are made on the subject by persons with 
vivid Imaginations. 
It is safe to say there are 


machines on the western front that can make 130 
miles an hour. So far as speed is concerned there 
are no Inherent Impossibilities In developing a 
plane that might make.as high as two hundred 
miles an hour. Tho difficulty is In the landing. 


"\ machine's landing speed Is about half Its 


maximum speed. 
That is, If a plane Is designed 


to make a speed of fifty miles an hour Its wings 
will not sustain It in tho air If it travels slower 
than twenty-five miles. 
It must be moving at a 


-peed of at least twenty-five miles an hour to 
make a successful landing. 
So a plane with u 


speed of 180 miles-an hour cannot land at a speed 
of much less than sixty-five miles." 


From the field wo drove to the laboratory. It 


Is simply si development of the crude shop In 
which he and his brother together worked out the 
problem of air flight. The airplane was no lucky 
find 
It was not developed by rule of thumb. 


Wilbur and prvllle Wright, sons of a Dayton 
United Brethren bishop, after getting through high 
school, set up a bicycle repair shop. They had a 
natural taste for mechanics and for sports. Twen- 
tv-onp yoara ago they became interested In the ex- 
periments of Lillentlml, tho German experimenter, 
In a glider. His death attracted their attention to 
his work. For two years they worked on data 
mid "laws" that other Investigators had produced, 
only to find that tho work so far done was 
worthless. 


So in their own «hop in Dayton they devised a 


"wind tunnel"—a chute through which an air 
blast was driven by an electric fan, and sot to 
work measuring the resistances of curved sur- 
faces by a wonderfully ingenious method of their 
own devising. By a long series of exact measure- 
ments and elaborate mathematical calculations In- 
volving sines and cosines and such, they worked 
out the problem of the curvature of the planes 
and of the propellers. 


The problems of balance were enormously In- 


tricate. But these, too, they solved. They wore 
pioneers 
They hud to discover tho difficulties 


and then find tho way out. 
So they had to de- 


vise the methods. 
It took unlimited patience, 


resourcefulness and hard thinking to win success. 


Both the brothers were primarily scientific men 


on. intimate terms with members of the govein- 
ment's aircraft production board, and all his re- 
sults are at the disposal of tho government for 
the prosecution of the war. 
. 


Ho has great expectations of tho development 


of aircraft in practical use after the war when 
thousands of trained flyers shall return to civil 
life, arid when we shall have enormous factory 
capacity for turning out-the best machines In the 
world. But'that, again, is another story. 


The Joy and Chivalry of Air Fighting. 


Flying has become "as much a matter of routine 


in war as marching on land or steaming on the 
sea, and men are ordered to fly,-At fixed hours and 
for stated periods, as though flying were a natural 
art, and not tho organized miracle that It really is. 
A correspondent of the London Times writes In- 
terestingly about it, saying: 


Out in Franco the last chivalries,the last beau- 


ties of battle have taken refugfi In the air. From 
the labors, butcheries, miseries, horrors and ash- 
pit desolation of the earth, tho fighting romance

w<u: has taken wings'and climbed sunwards. 


There alone combat is Individual, visual, decisive 
There alone has the combatant to rely solely on 
himself. There alone Is tho 
battle decided not through 
veils of distance, between 
Impersonal 
and 
unknown 


hosts, but wing to wing and 
face to face. 
There alone 


are the rare courtesies pf 
warfare 
still 
possible; If 


was'a British squadron that 
suggested, and a British air- 
man 
who 
executed, 
tho 


dropping 
of 
a 
funeral 


wreath over the German linos as a tribute to the 
air-warrior Immelmnnn. And thorn alone can in- 
dividual skill and courage have their swift reward. 
For ono flash, between a dip and a climb of his 
swallow night, the fighting airman may catch the7 


glint of his opponent's eye, and, If the momentary 
burst of fire be truly directed, see him crumple up 
In his seat and the nose of his machine dip and 
begin Its fatal spinning dive, while the victor soars 
up again to safety and .solitude. 


And what a .solitude is hlsl From the moment 


In the airplane when the mechanic has given his 
lust heave, and the last curt verbal exchange, 
"'Contact, sir'—'Contact," has been given, and 
the engine sets up-its mighty droning song, the 
airman Is alone, submerged In that roaring music, 
deaf and dumb. 
For perhaps a minute he-sits^ 


thoro testing his engine, fingering his levers, as- 
suring himself that all Is well; and then, as tho 
drone sinks to a hum, he makes 
his 
last 
communication — the 


characteristic 
quick 
outward 


wave of the hands and arms,. 
The chocks are pulled away, 
tho hum rises to a 'drone, breaks 
Into a roar, and he is off, bump- 
ing over tho uneven earth until 
his speed gives his wings their 
life, thfi rough grmind Is shc-d away from beneath 
his foot, and he rises Into tho sudden peace of 
the air. 
s 


The "peace of the air" may seem like a con- 


tradiction In terms In war time; but it is the 
supreme sensation of fair-weather flying, apart 
from flying and fighting. Once you have got your 
height, whether it be a thousand or ten thousand 
foot, you seem to he absolutely (it rest—at rest 
in sunshine ami a strong gale. The dim carpet or 
map beneath you hardly moves; and although the 
trembling fingers of the little clocks and dials 
before you witness to the fluidity of your element 


your hold on it, yet the 


only things that do not 
seem to move are the 
wings and stays of your 
machine which surround 
you, 
a rigid cage from 


which you look forth 
upon 
the slow-turning 


earth 
or the rushing 


clouds. 
It Is not until 


the 
engine 
has 
been 


shut off, Hiid'you begin to plane in mighty circles 
toward the earth again, that you got, in that de- 
licious rush down the hill of air, nny sensation of 
speed; and not until, a moment before landing, 
you skim over tho earth at 80 miles an hour, that 
you realize with what puce you have been rushing 
through the airy vacancy, 


But these are the sensations of mere joy-riding

.Escannba, Mich., and that he was do- 
sirous of having a license in Milwau- 
kee for the reason that it has become 
a great center tor woodsmen who 
work for lumber companies in tho 
northern peninsula of Michigan. 


The application was opposed by tho 


citizens' committee on unemployment, 
•which includes representatives of tho 
city council of Milwaukee, tho coun- 
ty board of supervisors of Milwaukee, 
'Merchants and Manufacturers' asso- 
ciation and the federated trades coun- 
cil. 


This committee took the position 


that at this time it would bo unwise 
to license more private employment 
agencies since all who want work can 
readily obtain employment. It object- 
ed, moreover, to any encouragement 
being given to the shipment of labor 
outside of the state when the demands 
of Wisconsin industry can not be sup- 
plied.

Eleven Cases Reported During July 


and August With Five Deaths.

facts about the summer health record 
of Wisconsin, according to the state 
board of health, is the almost negli- 
gible amount 
of infantile paralysis. 


During July only five cases and throe 
deaths were reported to the state bu- 
reau of vital staitstics, and in August 
BIX cases and two deaths. 


In the summer of 1916 a total ot 


475 cases occurred all over tho state, 
and the total deaths from the disease 
reached seventy-nine. 


Wisconsin statistics, just compiled, 


show a large reduction in smallpox, 
•which fell from 115 cases In July to 
sixty in August, and only two deaths 
from this disease were reported last 
month, and none the month before. 
Scarlet fever cases fell Irom 235 to 
151, measles from 338 to 94, chicken- 
pox from 61 to 27, and whooping 
cought from 288 to 229. Diphtheria in- 
creased (July and August) from 1G1 
to 195, typhoid from 22 to 36, tubercu- 
losis iroiu 229 to 272, and meningitis 
from 5 to 9. Four cases of infantile 
blindness occurred last month;

By a long series of exact measure- 
ments mid elaborate mathematical calculations In- 
volving sines and cosines and such, they worked 
out the problem of the curvature of tho pianos 
and of the propellers. 


The problems of balance wero enormously In- 


tricate, 
But these, too, they solved. They wore 


pioneers. 
They had to discover Ihe difficulties 


and then find the way out. So they hud to do- 
vise the methods. 
tl look unlimited patience, 


icsourcofulnes* and hard thinking to win success. 


Both tho brothers were primarily scientific men.

stantially accurate, and now Orvllle Wright Is 
taking up tho work where ho left U off. 


"I hope to provide the proper measurements for 


a largo variety of planes," he said, "so that In 
building dlflerent sorts we shall not have to de- 
pend on cut and 1ry." 


The stabilizer Is an Intricate device by which 


tho action of a revolving fan holds tho airplane 
stoutly. 


"Wo can set the stabilizer," tho Inventor ex- 


plained, "In such a way, for Instance, as to keep 
tho plane moving In a circle, leaving the pilot free 
to usi! his hands for making photographs." 


The stabilizer has been tried out successfully,

In the matter of personnel, it may be noted, our 


aircraft promoters believe we have n great supe- 
riority over the rest of tho world, for this reason: 
It takes an exceptional sort of man to make a 
good flyer. He must be quick-witted nnd have the 
steadiest sort of nerves.. Otherwise, he comes to 
grief and smashes an expensive machine. Men of 
this tvpe volunteered extensively in Britain nnd 
Canada early in the war. 
They constituted the 


armies that went into the battle line without 
adequate artillery protection and so were largely 
destroyed. 
The same forces operated to destroy 


the strong and vigorous young men of France and 
Germany who would have nuule good aviators. 
So today America Is the greatest reservoir in the 
world of the right sort of material for the per- 
sonnel of ttie aircraft service. 
While the other 


countries are having difficulty in getting proper 
mon for flyers—England has Invited us to send 


• men to her aviation schools because she cannot 


keep them filled—our problem is merely to train 
them nnd provide thorn with equipment. 


I asked Mr. Wright what speed plane we might 


^xppct to develop. 


"It is a complicated problem, the limit of useful 


speed " he replied. "A good many reckless state- 
ments are made on the subject by persons with 
vivid imaginations. 
It Is safe to say there are 


machines on the western front that can mnke I.JO 
miles an hour. So far ns speed is concerned there 
are no inherent impossibilities in developing a 
piano that might make ns high as two hundred 
miles an hour. The difficulty is in the landing. 


"-V machine's landing speed is about half Its 


maximum speed. That is. If a plane is designed 
to make a speed of fifty miles an hour its wings 
will not sustain it in the air if it travels slower 
than twenty-five miles. It must tie moving nt a 
••pood of at least twenty-five miles nn hour to 
make a successful landing. 
So a plane with a 


speed of 180 miles an hour cannot land at n speed 
o!' intioli less than sixty-five miles." 


From the field we drove to the laboratory. 
It 


is simply a development of the crude shop In 
which he and his brother together worked out the 
problem of air flight. The airplane was no lucky 
find 
It was not developed by rule of thumb. 


Wilbur and Orville Wright, sons of a Dnyton 
United Brethren bishop, after getting through high 
school sot up a bicycle repair shop. They had a 
natural taste for mechanics and for sports. Twen- 
tv-ono years ago thoy became interested in the ex- 
periments of Lilienthnl, the Gorman experimenter, 
in a "lidor 
His death attracted their attention to 


his work. 
For two years they worked on data 


•ind "laws" that other investigators had produced, 
only to find that the work so far done was 
worthless. 
, , 
So in their own shop in Dayton they devised a 


"wind tunnel"—a chute through which an air 
blast was driven by an electric fnn, and sot to 
work measuring the resistances of curved sur- 
faces by a wonderfully ingenious method of their 
own" devising. By n long sorios of exact measure- 
ments and elaborate mathematical calculations In- 
volving sines and cosines and such, they worked 
out the problem of the curvature of the planes 
and of the propellers. 
. 


Tho problems of balance were enormously in- 


tricate 
But these, too, they solved. They were 


pioneers 
They had to discover the 
difficulties 


•irid then find the wny out. 
So they hud to de- 


viso tho methods. 
It took unlimited patience, 


resourcefulness and hard thinking to win success. 


Both the brothers woro primarily scientific men. 


Thov wore impatient to devote themselves to the 


scientific side of furthering 
the development of aeronau- 
tics. 
But they necessarily 


had to finance companies, 
tight patent suits nnd con- 
duct tho business of estab- 
lishing 
n 
new 
industry. 


Wilbur 
Wright 
died 
five 


years ago. nnd in 1915 Or- 
ville Wright was able to dis- 
pose of his business inter- 
ests and i devote himself to 


the 
scientific work where his heart has always 


been. 
, 
In his well-equipped laboratory In Dayton he Is 


now conducting two lines of work which will be 
of immediate Value in the great aircraft program 
planned by the government. One is the measure- 
ment of the air resistance of curved surfaces; the 
other the development of n stabilizer to make the 
control of the airplane more nearly automatic. 


Other aeronautical laboratories the world over 


have mnde these measurements of air resistance, 
but the figures hnve sometimes been as far as 100 
or 200 per cent apart. The results obtained by 
the Wright method fourteen years ago proved sub- 
stantially accurate, and now Orville Wright is 
taking up the work where he left it off. 


"I hope to provide the proper measurements for 


a large variety of planes," he said, "so that in 
building different sorts we shall not have to de- 
nend on cut nnd try." 
The stabilizer is an intricate device by which 


the action of a revolving fail holds the airplane 


St"Wc' can set the stabilizer," the inventor ex- 
plninod. "In such a way. fpr instance, as to keep 
the plane moving in a circle, leaving the p lot free 
to use his hands for making photographs. 


The stabilizer has been tried out successfully, 


but needs further refinements so ns to do away 
with the need of daily adjustments before Mr. 
Wright is willing to put it into service.
